PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year ^  1st  April,  1906,  to 
^Oth  March,  1907. 

Stock  of  Books. — During  the  year  5,257  volumes  have 
been  added  to  the  libraries — 4,931  by  purchase  and  326  by 
gift.  The  withdrawals  of  worn-out  or  obsolete  works, 
and  duplicates  no  longer  required  were  considerable, 
amounting  to  6,238  volumes,  principally  from  the  St. 
Martin's  Lane  Library  consequent  upon  the  reorganization 
of  the  lending  department,  referred  to  later.  The  present 
stock  of  books  is  located  as  follows  : —

Renewals. — For  replacing  worn-out  copies  of  standard 
books  2,970  volumes  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
^515  ;  1,760  of  these  were  for  the  St.  Martin's  Lane 
Library. 

Reference  Libraries. — In  the  reference  departments 
179,900  volumes  have  been  consulted,  as  against  188,121  in 
the  previous  year.  The  reduction  in  the  total  is  mainly 
owing  to  the  closing  of  the  libraries  during  short  periods 
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for  cleaning  and  decoration.  The  daily  average  issue  has 
decreased  by  12. 

Lending  Libraries. — From  the  lending  departments 
319,556  volumes  have  been  borrowed,  a  reduction  of  1,158 
on  the  figures  of  last  year  (320,714).  The  daily  average, 
however,  has  increased  from  1,185  to  1,196;  the  slight 
falling  off  in  the  total  being  due,  as  with  the  reference 
libraries,  to  the  closing  of  the  departments  on  a  larger 
number  of  days. 

Losses. — By  default  of  borrowers  only  8  books,  of  the 
total  value  of  thirty  shillings,  have  been  lost  to  the 
libraries ;  which  is  evidence  of  the  good  faith  of  the 
borrowers  generally,  and  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
regulations. 

Class  of  Reading. — The  class  of  books  read  is 
very  satisfactory  from  the  educational  standpoint,  and 
yearly  improvement  is  noticeable  in  this  respect.  The 
issues  of  fiction  still  keep  at  a  comparatively  low  per- 
centage (41)  to  the  whole  of  the  reading. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,242  borrowers.  There  are  now  11,623  readers 
enrolled  in  the  lending  libraries  who  Jiold  14,195  tickets. 

Total  Issues  and  Attendances. — The  total  issue 
of  books  from  all  the  libraries  was  499,456,  as  against 
508,835  in  1905-6.  From  the  periodical  counts  regularly 
taken  the  yearly  attendance  of  readers  is  estimated  to  be 
about  2,900,000,  giving  a  daily  average  of  10,000.  This 
shows  an  increased  use  of  the  reading-rooms  to  the  extent 
of  1,000  persons  daily. 

Sunday  Opening. — The  opening  on  Sunday  evenings 
between  6  and  9-30  has  been  continued  during  the  winter 
months  (October-March)  at  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
and  St.  Martin's  Lane  libraries,  with  resulting  attendances 
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regarded  by  the  Committee  as  satisfactory,  and  sufficient 
to  justify  its  continuance.  A  table  of  these  attendances 
will  be  found  on  page  15.  At  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
the  average  number  of  Sunday  readers  was  190  as  against 
166  in  the  previous  winter,  and  at  St.  Martin's  Lane  363  as 
compared  with  359.  The  Committee,  being  desirous  of 
ascertaining  what  proportion  of  this  attendance  is  by 
citizens  of  Westminster,  have,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Council,  decided  that  Sunday  visitors  in  the  ensuing  winter 
shall  be  requested  to  write  their  names  and  addresses  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose  at  the  Library. 

St.  Martin's  Lane  Library. — As  an  initial  step  in 
the  general  re-organization  and  re-classification  of  the 
libraries,  special  attention  has  been  devoted  during  the 
year  to  the  lending  department  of  St.  Martin's  Lane 
Library.  The  proposals  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  adopted  by 
the  Committee  and  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  embodied 
the  withdrawal  of  some  5,000  volumes,  including  450  dupli- 
cates, the  transfer  to  other  departments  of  2,500  volumes, 
the  replacement  of  2,000  volumes,  the  addition  of  750 
volumes  for  completion  of  sets  and  series,  and  the  re-binding 
of  about  1,500  volumes.  It  was  not  possible  to  meet  the 
whole  cost  in  the  year  under  review,  but  the  bulk  of  the 
books  have  been  obtained  and  the  remainder  are 
provided  for  in  the  current  estimates. 

The  re-classification  of  the  books  is  now  being  proceeded 
with,  preparatory  to  the  compilation  of  a  new  catalogue, 
which  is  greatly  needed.  Attempt  is  being  made  to 
carry  out  this  special  work  without  inconveniencing 
the  borrowers  by  closing  the  library  for  a  lengthened  period, 
consequently  progress  is  somewhat  slow. 

Proposed  Central  Reference  Library. — The 
Committee  have  had  for  some  time  under  consideration  a 
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proposal  for  the  formation  of  a  Central  Reference  Library, 
to  concentrate  the  present  separate  reference  collections 
under  one  roof  Such  a  change  is  much  to  be  desired  on 
many  grounds,  principally  that  of  the  greater  public  utility 
of  a  larger  and  more  complete  collection  than  is  afforded  by 
the  reference  libraries  as  at  present  divided.  Considerable 
advantage  would  also  accrue  in  a  more  economical  and 
efficient  administration.  The  difficulty  in  carrying  such  a 
scheme  into  effect  lies  in  the  want  of  a  suitable  central 
building  for  the  location  of  a  large  reference  collection 
without  disturbing  the  other  departments.  The  General 
Purposes  Committee  have  suggested  that  possibly  a  portion 
of  Caxton  Hall  could  by  adaptation  be  utilized  for  the 
purpose,  and  to  this  end,  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  plans 
have  been  prepared  and  a  scheme  submitted  which  is 
receiving  the  present  careful  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Children's  Reading. — In  December  last  a  communi- 
cation was  received  from  the  Westminster  Adult  School 
suggesting  the  establishment  of  a  separate  reading-room 
for  children.  While  fully  alive  to  the  importance  and 
advantage  of  this  special  provision  for  juvenile  readers 
the  Committee  realize  that  the  successful  working  of  such 
separate  department  demands  accommodation  which  the 
libraries  do  not  possess  :  they  are,  therefore,  unable  to  give 
effect  to  the  proposal.  But  they  would  point  out  that  pro- 
vision for  children's  reading  is  not  neglected,  as  the  special 
selections  of  juvenile  books  in  the  lending  departments 
number  upwards  of  6,000  volumes,  and  37,919  were 
borrowed  by  children  in  the  past  year. 

Net  Book  System. — In  February,  representatives  of  the 
Committee  were  nominated  to  attend  a  Conference  called 
by  the  Library  Association  to  consider  the  Net  Book 
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System.  At  that  Conference  certain  resolutions  were 
passed  urging  upon  publishers  the  claims  of  Public 
Libraries  to  special  terms  or  discounts.  After  considering 
the  report  of  their  representatives  the  Committee  resolved 
to  abstain  from  any  active  participation  in  the  movement, 
feeling  that  the  continuance  or  modification  of  the  net 
book  system  is  a  difficult  and  delicate  question  which  the 
publishers  and  booksellers  may  reasonably  claim  to  settle 
for  themselves  without  interference  or  dictation  from  public 
bodies. 

Colonial  Newspapers. — Through  the  agency,  in  the 
first  instance,  of  the  Victoria  League,  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  an  exchange  of  newspapers  with  the 
Carnegie  Public  Library,  Ottawa.  This  secures  us  the 
regular  supply  of  three  of  the  principal  Canadian  news- 
papers— one  for  each  of  the  main  libraries.  The  recent 
reduction  in  postal  rates  enables  the  exchange  to  be 
made  at  a  trifling  cost.  Extension  of  such  a  system  of 
exchange  between  British  and  Colonial  public  libraries 
would  afford  a  valuable  means  of  intercourse  between 
the  constituent  parts  of  the  empire. 

Gifts. — A  list  is  given  of  the  donors  to  the  libraries. 
The  gifts  Include,  as  in  previous  years,  a  large  number  of 
useful  works.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
presentation  by  Mr.  J.  V.  Kitto,  of  60  copies  of  his  book 
"  The  Accounts  of  the  Churchwardens  of  St.  Martin-in-the 
Fields,  1525 — 1603,"  being  the  surplus  stock  of  this  publica- 
tion. These  volumes  are  available  for  exchange  with  a 
view  to  securing  for  our  libraries  copies  of  similar  pub- 
lications of  local  records.  The  Librarian  would  be  glad  to 
hear  from  local  authorities  or  others  who  may  be  able  to 
offer  such  works  in  exchange. 
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Expenditure. — As  the  result  of  administrative 
economies  effected  during  the  past  few  years,  the  annual 
expenditure  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  figure  com- 
patible with  the  adequate  maintenance  and  efficiency  of 
the  institutions.  In  the  estimates  for  the  current  year,  the 
expenditure  has  been  brought  down  to  a  total  which  is 
£600  less  than  the  product  of  a  halfpenny  rate,  not- 
withstanding a  demand  for  ;^S50  additional  on  account 
of  rates  and  taxes  and  the  cost  (about  35)  of  Sunday 
opening.  The  City  Comptroller's  Financial  Statement  and 
particulars  of  Loans  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the 
Report.

Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year,  ist  April,  1907,  to 
list  March,  1908. 

Stock  of  Books. — The  additions  during  the  year 
amounted  to  3,739  volumes — 3,545  having  been  acquired 
by  purchase,  and  194  by  gift.  Withdrawals  of  obsolete 
and  useless  books  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  1,280 
volumes,  excluding  the  contents  of  the  Trevor  Square 
Branch  Library  now  closed.  The  present  stock  of  books, 
apart  from  the  collection  reserved  as  duplicates  and  for 
replacement,  is  110,865  volumes,  located  between  the  four 
Libraries  as  follows  : —

Renewals. — For  replacing  worn-out  copies  of  standard 
works,  1,333  volumes  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
^234  18^".  6d.,  and  435  volumes  have  been  used  for  the 
same  purpose  from  the  Trevor  Square  Library  stock. 

Reference  Libraries. — The  books  consulted  in  the 
reference  libraries  totalled  180,784,  an  increase  of  884  upon 
the  figures  of  the  previous  year,  the  daily  average  issue 
being  597,  an  increase  of  15. 

Lending  Libraries. — The  books  borrowed  from  the 
lending  departments  numbered  304,408  volumes,  as  against 
3I9j556  last  year.  The  decrease  is  exactly  accounted  for 
by  the  closing  of  the  Trevor  Square  Library,  the  daily 
average  issue  in  the  present  libraries  remaining  unaltered. 
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Number  of  Borrowers— New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,120  borrowers.  There  are  now  11,182  enrolled 
readers,  who  hold  14,236  tickets. 

Losses. — Only  five  volumes,  costing  fifteen  shillings  to 
replace,  have  been  lost  by  default  of  borrowers.  In  the 
large  circulation  of  upwards  of  300,000  books  from  the 
lending  departments  this  must  be  regarded  as  very 
satisfactory. 

Catalogues. — A  new  and  complete  Catalogue  of  the 
13,000  volumes  in  the  lending  library  at  South  Audley 
Street  has  been  compiled,  and  is  in  the  printer's  hands. 

A  List  of  Fiction  and  Children's  books  in  the  St.  Martin's 
Lane  lending  library  has  been  published,  forming  the  first 
part  of  the  General  Catalogue  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

Total  Issues  and  Attendances. — The  combined 
issues  of  books  reached  485,192  as  against  499,456.  Regular 
counts  are  made  at  all  the  libraries,  and,  from  the  figures 
thus  obtained,  the  total  annual  attendance  is  estimated  at 
2,710,000,  giving  a  daily  use  by  some  10,000  readers. 

Class  of  Reading. — The  improvement  in  the  class 
of  books  read,  noted  in  former  reports,  continues.  There 
is  a  further  drop  in  the  proportion  of  Fiction  from  41  to  38 
per  cent,  of  the  total  reading.  The  attention  diverted 
from  novels  is,  as  might  be  expected,  directed  principally 
towards  Biography,  History  and  Travel.  It  is  in  the 
quality  rather  than  the  quantity  of  public  reading  that  the 
usefulness  and  influence  of  our  libraries  is  most  marked. 

Sunday  Opening. — The  opening  on  Sunday  evenings 
of  the  reference  departments  and  reading  rooms  at 
Buckingham  Palace  Road  and  St.  Martin's  Lane  Libraries 
has  been  continued  during  the  six  winter  months  (October 
to  March).  The  attendances  were  somewhat  less  than  in 
the  previous  year,  the  average  being : — 

Buckingham  Palace  Road,  174  readers  as  against  190. 
St.  Martin's  Lane,  304  readers  as  against  363. 
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Notwithstanding  this  slight  fall,  your  committee,  judging 
from  the  class  of  persons  who  attend  and  the  kind  of 
books  they  read,  consider  that  Sunday  opening  has  been 
justified.  The  Council  have  adopted  this  view  and  decided 
upon  a  continuance  during  the  ensuing  winter.  Statistics 
of  the  Sunday  use  will  be  found  in  the  tables  on  pp.  14-15. 
For  the  first  few  Sundays  in  October,  visitors  were  requested 
to  subscribe  their  names  and  addresses  with  the  object  of 
ascertaining  what  proportion  of  the  attendance  was  by 
citizens  of  Westminster.  At  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
the  residents  formed  84  per  cent,  of  the  total,  but  at  St. 
Martin's  Lane  Library,  situated  in  a  non-residential  locality, 
70  per  cent,  were  from  other  districts. 

Closing  of  the  Trevor  Square  Branch  Library. 
— Mention  should  be  made  in  this  Report  of  the  resolution 
of  the  Council,  acting  on  the  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions, to  close  the  Library  at  Trevor  Square.  The  institu- 
tion was  opened  in  June,  1858,  as  a  branch  library  for  the 
use  of  the  outlying  portion  of  the  united  parishes  of  St. 
Margaret  and  St.  John,  forming  the  Hamlet  of  Knights- 
bridge.  The  library  commenced  work  in  two  small  rooms, 
which  accommodation  was  extended,  from  time  to  time, 
until  1886,  when  the  whole  of  the  house,  3,  Trevor  Square, 
was  occupied.  Therefore,  for  half  a  century,  the  library, 
despite  unsuitable  premises  and  cramped  conditions, 
met  a  distinct  need  in  the  district.  On  the  merging 
of  the  different  parishes  and  districts  now  fojrming  the  City, 
four  larger  and  much  more  complete  libraries  became 
available  to  the  inhabitants.  As  the  lease  of  the  Trevor 
Square  premises  approached  its  expiration,  a  decision  as 
to  the  future  of  this  particular  branch  library  was  called  for. 
Having  regard  to  the  facilities  for  public  reading  provided 
by  the  other  libraries  of  the  City,  the  Committee,  while 
regretting  the  removal  of  a  landmark  in  the  history  of  the 
library  movement  in  the  Metropolis,  were  forced  to  the 
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conclusion  that  the  Trevor  Square  Library,  by  reason  of 
its  limitations,  was  unsuited  to  modern  requirements,  and 
that  it  should  be  closed.  Of  the  stock  of  some  6,000  books 
contained  in  the  library  about  half  have  been  retained  as 
duplicates  to  be  utilized  for  replacement.  Out  of  the 
remaining  volumes,  such  as  were  suitable  were  given  to 
the  Boards  of  Guardians  in  the  City  for  the  use  of  the 
inmates  of  the  workhouses. 

Consequent  upon  the  closing  of  the  library,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Smith,  the  Sub-librarian,  retired  on  superannua- 
tion. The  Committee  have  placed  on  record  their  appre- 
ciation of  her  faithful  service  extending  over  the  long 
period  of  forty-four  years. 

Obituary. — By  the  regretted  deaths  of  Councillors 
Henry  W.  Bradford  and  Col.  G.  B.  B.  Hobart,  the  Com- 
mittee have  lost  two  highly  esteemed  members.  Both 
had  long  been  actively  and  honourably  associated  with 
municipal  life  in  Westminster,  and  their  work  in  connection 
with  the  public  libraries  is  sorely  missed. 

Gifts. — A  list  of  donors  to  the  libraries  is  included  in 
this  Report.  The  Committee  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
additions  thus  provided. 

Expenditure. — The  City  Comptroller's  Statements  of 
Account  are  submitted  together  with  other  tabular  infor- 
mation.

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year,  ist  April,  1908,  to 
2tist  March,  1909. 

Stock  of  Books. — In  the  year  under  review,  3,326 
volumes  were  added  to  the  libraries — 3,093  by  purchase 
and  233  received  as  gifts.  Withdrawals  of  obsolete  and 
worn-out  books  accounted  for  234  volumes.  The  number 
of  volumes  at  31st  March  last,  exclusive  of  the  duplicates 
and  other  works  reserved  for  replacing  purposes,  was 
II3>9575  distributed  between  the  four  separate  libraries 
as  follows  : —

Renewals. — In  addition  to  the  acquirement  of  new 
books  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace  1,117  works  by 
fresh  copies — 930  by  purchase  and  187  from  the  stock  of 
duplicates  in  hand. 
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Issues  of  Books. — In  the  reference  departments 
177,222  volumes  have  been  consulted,  a  daily  average  of 
585.  From  the  lending  departments  297,387  volumes  were 
circulated,  giving  a  daily  average  of  1,124.  The  combined 
issue  of  474,609  volumes  is  a  decrease  of  10,583  upon  the 
previous  year's  figures,  practically  all  accounted  for  by 
the  libraries  having  been  closed  on  a  larger  number  of  days 
for  necessary  repairs  and  decoration. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — Tickets  have  been  granted 
to  6,037  new  borrowers.  The  total  number  on  the 
register  is  11,486,  who  hold  14,854  tickets,  3,368  being 
second  or  "  students' "  tickets,  not  available  for  fiction. 
The  issue  of  novels  stands  at  the  comparatively  low 
percentage  of  38  to  the  whole  of  the  books  read. 

Losses. —  It  is  gratifying  again  to  be  able  to  draw 
attention  to  the  remarkably  small  loss  by  default  of 
borrowers;  four  books  (valued  at  iSs.)  being  the  total  in 
a  circulation  of  nearly  300,000  volumes. 

Catalogues. — A  new  Catalogue  of  the  lending  depart- 
ment of  the  South  Audley  Street  Library,  which  contains 
13,000  volumes,  has  been  printed,  and  two  supplements 
have  been  issued,  comprising  3,150  volumes,  at  Buckingham 
Palace  Road  Library,  and  2,500  at  Great  Smith  Street 
Library.  The  Card  Catalogues  of  the  reference  libraries 
are  kept  written  up-to-date.  Illness  on  the  staff  has 
delayed  progress  in  the  re-cataloguing  of  the  lending 
library,  St.  Martin's  Lane,  but  the  Librarian  hopes  to 
complete  and  print  a  full  catalogue  in  the  current  year. 

Total  Attendances. — Calculations  based  upon 
regular  periodical  counts  give  an  annual  attendance  of 
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readers  estimated  at  2,797,000,  an  average  of  just  over 
10,000  persons  daily. 

Sunday  Opening. — The  statistics  so  far  summarized 
include  the  attendances  and  reading  of  books  on  Sundays. 
The  opening  of  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  and  St. 
Martin's  Lane  Libraries  on  Sunday  evenings,  during  the 
six  winter  months,  has  been  so  well  appreciated  that  the 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  have 
resolved  to  continue  such  opening.  At  Buckingham  Palace 
Road,  745  volumes  were  issued  in  the  reference  library  on 
the  25  Sunday  evenings,  while  at  St.  Martin's  Lane  the 
issue  was  823.  The  whole  attendance  (two  libraries) 
included  13,403  persons  for  25  Sundays,  as  against  12,422 
for  26  Sundays  in  the  previous  year.  The  officers  report 
the  class  of  readers  and  reading  as  being  very  good. 

St.  Martin's  Lane  Library— Improvements. — In 
February  last  a  report  was  laid  before  the  Council  upon  the 
overcrowded  and  uncomfortable  state  of  the  reading  rooms 
at  the  St.  Martin's  Library,  and  our  proposals  for  improve- 
ment were  approved. 

The  changes  made  included  a  weeding-out  of  the  less 
important  and  little  used  periodicals ;  the  transfer  to  the 
reference  library  of  the  higher  class  monthly  reviews  ;  the 
removal  of  directories  and  annuals  to  a  more  convenient 
position,  and  a  much  needed  re-arrangement  and  extension 
of  the  lending  library.  The  bettered  conditions  resulting 
from  these  changes  are  evident,  and  have  called  forth 
expressions  of  approval  on  the  part  of  the  public  using 
the  library. 

Gifts. — A  list  of  donors  to  the  libraries  is  included  in 
this  report,  and  to  each  one  the  thanks  of  the  Committee 
have  been  conveyed. 
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Financial. — The  statements  of  expenditure  and  income, 
with  particulars  of  outstanding  loans,  as  prepared  by  the 
City  Comptroller,  are  herewith  submitted.

Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year ^  ist  Aprils  1909,  to 
list  March,  19 10. 

Stock  of  Books. — Additions  to  the  libraries  numbered 
3,058  volumes,  284  of  these  being  gifts.  After  withdrawing 
2,774  volumes,  discarded  either  as  obsolete  or  worn  out  and 
not  replaced,  the  remaining  net  total  at  the  31st  March 
was  114,241  volumes  located  at  the  different  libraries 
as  follows  : —

Renewals. — For  the  replacement  of  worn-out  copies  of 
standard  works,  1,044  volumes  were  purchased  in  addition 
to  207  volumes  used  from  the  stock  of  duplicates.

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Issues  of  Books. — In  the  reference  departments 
187,665  volumes  were  consulted,  giving  a  daily  average  of 
658  as  against  585  recorded  last  year.  In  the  lending 
departments  305,259  books  were  issued,  a  daily  average  of 
1,184,  as  against  1,124.  The  total  issue  of  492,924 
volumes  is  an  increase  of  18,315  above  the  previous  year's 
figure  of  474,609,  which  showed  a  decrease  of  10,583  upon 
the  year  before.  The  increase,  as  shown  by  these  par- 
ticulars, is  proportionately  greater  in  the  reference  depart- 
ments. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
granted  to  6,381  borrowers.  The  number  now  on  the 
registers  is  1 1,706,  holding  1 5,373  tickets,  3,667  being  second 
or  "  students'  "  tickets,  on  which  no  fiction  is  issued. 

Total  Attendances. — The  regular  periodical  counts 
give  figures  from  which  the  total  annual  attendance  is  calcu- 
lated at  2,602,000,  nearly  200,000  below  last  year.  The 
diminished  attendance  is  in  the  newspaper  reading-rooms, 
and  principally  at  St.  Martin's  Lane  Library,  where  the 
estimated  total  is  reduced  by  145,000.     This  reduction, 
although  a  loss  in  figures,  is  really  a  gain  in  usefulness,  as 
it  arises  from  re-arrangement  of  the  accommodation  and  the 
withdrawal  of  light  fiction  magazines  and  pictorial  matter, 
found  to  attract  a  by  no  means  desirable  class  of  readers, 
to  the  inconvenience  and  often  to  the  exclusion  of  those 
who  wish  to  make  more  profitable  use  of  the  news  and 
reading-rooms.    A  further  reason  may  be  the  improved 
industrial  conditions,  but  in  the  presence  of  so  many 
factors  which  affect  the  use  of  public  newsrooms,  no  safe 
general  conclusions  are  to  be  drawn. 
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Class  of  Reading. — There  is  a  further  drop  in  the 
reading  of  novels  compared  with  other  literature — the 
percentage  having  fallen  in  the  year  from  38  to  3674 
of  the  whole  issues.  Ten  years  ago  the  percentage  stood 
at  50,  so  the  change  has  been  considerable  in  a  com- 
paratively short  period.  This  result  is,  we  believe,  due  to 
the  adequate  provision  of  the  best  modern  works  in 
biography,  travel,  history,  and  general  literature,  and  not 
to  any  neglect  in  adding  the  higher  class  fiction. 


Losses. — In  previous  reports  we  have  only  been  called 
upon  to  record  insignificant  losses  of  books  through  default 
of  borrowers.  The  record  in  this  respect  remains  satis- 
factory ;  at  the  annual  stocktakings  four  volumes,  of  the 
value  of  "js.  7d.,  were  all  that  could  not  be  accounted  for. 

Sunday  Opening. — During  the  winter  months,  the 
libraries  at  Buckingham  Palace  Road  and  St  Martin's 
Lane  have  again  been  opened  on  Sunday  evenings.  A 
return  as  to  the  attendances  will  be  found  on  p.  13.  The 
use  made  of  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library  was 
practically  the  same  as  last  year.  The  reason  for  the 
reduced  figures  in  the  reading  rooms  at  St.  Martin's  Lane 
Library  has  been  given  in  a  preceding  paragraph  on  total 
attendances.  On  the  other  hand  the  use  of  the  reference 
department  has  been  slightly  larger. 

Gifts. — A  complete  list  of  all  donors  is  given  in  this 
report.  From  Lord  Northcote  a  specially  interesting 
donation  of  221  volumes  is  acknowledged. 
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Catalogues. — A  new  complete  Catalogue  of  the  lend- 
ing library  at  St.  Martin's  Lane  is  now  in  the  press,  and 
will  shortly  be  available  to  borrowers.  It  has  been 
decided  to  reduce  the  price  of  catalogues  from  one  shilling 
to  sixpence,  the  desire  of  the  Committee  being  to  bring 
them  within  reach  of  all  readers. 

Financial. — The  usual  financial  statements  furnished 
by  the  City  Comptroller  are  appended  to  our  report.

Renewals. — Worn-out  copies  of  popular  works  have 
been  replaced  by  new  to  the  number  of  1,453  volumes. 
The  purchases  of  books  above  recorded  are  exclusive  of 
the  acquirement,  as  opportunity  arises,  of  suitable  copies 
held  in  hand  for  replacement  purposes.  This  system  of  a 
reserve  stock  enables  the  Committee  to  effect  economy  by 
buying  on  favourable  terms  and  frequently  saves  long 
withdrawal  of  books  from  circulation. 

Issues  of  Books. — In  the  reference  departments 
194,613  volumes  have  been  consulted,  an  increase  of  6,948. 
From  the  lending  departments  332,255  books  were 
circulated,  as  compared  with  305,259  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  increase  of  26,996  was  mainly  at  St. 
Martin's   Lane   Library,   where   24,121    more  volumes 
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were  lent  for  home  reading.  This  result  is  attributable  to 
the  re-organization  and  improvement  of  the  lending  library 
there  and  the  printing  of  a  new  complete  catalogue. 
The  combined  issue  (both  reference  and  lending  libraries) 
of  526,868  is  a  gain  on  the  year  before  of  33,944  volumes. 
With  all  this  use  of  the  books,  only  four  volumes,  valued 
at  16^-.  4^.,  have  been  lost  through  default  of  borrowers. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,413  borrowers.  The  total  number  registered 
is  11,998,  who  hold  16,134  tickets,  4,136  being  second  or 
"  students'  "  tickets,  not  available  for  fiction. 

Total  Attendances. — The  usual  periodical  counts 
have  been  taken  as  a  basis  for  calculating  the  whole  use 
made  of  the  libraries  in  the  various  departments.  Only 
approximate  estimates  can  be  formed  from  these 
recorded  attendances  which  are  subject  to  varying 
influences  of  weather  and  other  factors,  but  it  would  appear 
that  last  year's  figures  have  been  exceeded  by  some 
6,000,  the  total  number  of  visitors  being  estimated  at 
2,608  000. 

Class  of  Reading. — Last  year  the  fall  in  the 
percentage  of  fiction  issued  was  from  38  to  3674 — it  now 
stands  at  3 5 '98.  Taking  into  consideration  the  rapidity 
with  which  novels  are  read  and  the  number  of  borrowers 
who  read  nothing  but  novels,  this  percentage  is  remarkably 
low  and  proves  the  growing  attention  given  to  more  serious 
reading  which  it  is  the  main  object  of  the  Committee  to 
encourage  in  their  selections  of  books. 

Books  on  Education. — On  the  suggestion  of  the 
Education  Officer  of  the  London  County  Council,  the 
collection  of  books  on  Education  and  allied  subjects  at 
Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library  has  been  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of  some  200  volumes  from  a  special  list 
prepared  for  the  County  Council. 
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This  section  now  contains  about  500  books  destined 
principally  for  the  use  of  Teachers,  Managers  and  all 
persons  interested  in  Education  ;  and  a  separate  classified 
catalogue  is  being  prepared. 

Music  Library.— The  collection  of  Music  and  Musical 
Literature  also  in  the  Library  at  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
has  been  much  enlarged  and  brought  further  up  to  date 
A  new  complete  catalogue  of  the  Music  will  be  issued  in 
due  course. 

Sunday  Opening. — The  opening  of  the  Buckingham 
Palace  Road  and  St.  Martin's  Lane  Libraries  on  Sunday 
evenings  was  continued  through  the  six  winter  months.  The 
use  made  of  Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library  gives  figures 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  previous  winter,  the  average 
being  214  persons  as  against  202.  At  St.  Martin's 
Lane  Library  a  decrease  of  41  reduces  the  total  to  225  per 
Sunday.  Notwithstanding  this  reduction  your  Committee 
consider  an  average  attendance  of  over  200  at  each  library 
sufficient  to  justify  continuation  of  the  Sunday  evening 
opening  for  at  least  another  winter,  and  their  recom- 
mendation thereof  has  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Improvements  at  Great  Smith  Street  Library. 
— Considerable  alterations  and  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  lending  department  and  news-room  at  Great 
Smith  Street  Library.  Increased  accommodation  for  both 
the  storage  and  issue  of  books  is  now  given  in  the  former 
department,  while  conversion  of  tables  into  reading  stands 
has  provided  better  facilities  for  the  readers  of  newspapers 
and  periodicals.  The  electric  lighting  of  all  the  public 
rooms  has  been  entirely  re-arranged  and  the  use  of  metal 
filament  lamps  throughout  gives  better  light  at  a  reduced 
cost. 

Gifts. — The  acquisitions  by  gifts,  while  comparatively 
small  in  number,  are  acceptable,  and  to  the  respective 
donors  expression  of  acknowledgment  has  been  conveyed. 
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Financial. — Statements  of  Expenditure  and  Income 
with  particulars  of  loans,  as  prepared  by  the  City 
Comptroller,  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  Late  Alderman  Antrobus. — Your  Committee 
cannot  close  this  Report  without  special  reference  to  the 
lamented  death  of  Alderman  Robert  Crawfurd  Antrobus, 
J.P.,  which  occurred  on  the  1 2th  February.  His  almost 
parental  interest  in  the  libraries  dated  from  the  inception, 
so  largely  due  to  his  leading,  of  the  St.  George,  Hanover 
Square  Libraries.  Upon  their  establishment  in  1890  he 
was  appointed  the  first  Chairn\an  of  the  Library  Commis- 
sioners, and  continued  in  that  office  until  the  transfer  of 
the  authority  to  the  City  Council  in  1900.  The  Libraries 
Committee  of  the  Council  naturally  appointed  Mr.  Antrobus 
to  be  their  Chairman,  and  upon  the  termination,  under 
the  Council's  rule,  of  his  three  years'  service  in  that 
capacity,  he  became  Vice-Chairman,  and  held  that  office 
until  just  before  his  death.  With  his  life  closes  an  epoch 
in  the  history  of  the  Westminster  Libraries  and  his 
passing  removes  a  prominent  influence  in  all  movements 
affecting  the  intellectual  interests  of  the  community, 
which  he  served  with  such  large-hearted  zeal  in  many 
important  directions.  It  is  the  desire  and  hope  of  your 
Committee  that  some  permanent  memorial  of  the  late 
Alderman's  personality  and  public  services  may  be 
provided.

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year,  1st  April,  191 1,  to 
list  March,  191 2. 

Stock  of  Books. — The  additions  to  the  libraries  during 
the  year  numbered  2,853  volumes,  of  which  136  were 
presented.  The  books  purchased  are  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year,  but  of  a  higher  average  cost.  Owing  to 
the  growing  practice  among  publishers  of  issuing  books 
at  prices  not  subject  to  any  discount,  and  also  to  the 
undoubted  increase  in  the  published  prices  of  non-fictional 
books,  the  average  cost  of  accessions  is  likely  to  increase 
and  the  number  in  consequence  to  diminish. 

The  number  of  books  permanently  withdrawn  from  the 
shelves  was  473,  the  total  stock  at  the  31st  March  being 
119)739  volumes,  distributed  between  the  various  libraries 
as  follows  : —

Renewals. — Another  factor  which  tends  to  reduce  the 
accession  of  new  books  is  the  yearly  increasing  necessity  to 
replace  worn-out  copies  of  popular  works.  During  the 
year,  1,832  volumes  were  required  for  this  purpose.  Many 
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of  these  were  taken  from  the  reserve  stock  of  duplicates, 
which  now  amounts  to  about  3,000  volumes,  and  is 
continually  being  added  to. 

Issue  of  Books. — The  issue  of  books  from  the 
reference  departments  shows  a  slight  increase,  195,407 
volumes  being  consulted.  From  the  lending  departments 
330,732  books  were  borrowed  for  home  reading,  a  decrease 
of  about  1,500.  The  loss*  through  default  of  borrowers  is 
only  four  volumes,  valued  at  12s.  6d. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,538  borrowers.  The  total  number  now  upon 
the  register  is  12,170,  holding  16,853  tickets. 

Total  Attendances. — The  unusually  fine  and  warm 
summer  has  undoubtedly  affected  the  attendances  in  the 
news  and  reading-rooms,  as  the  occasional  daily  counts 
showed  a  considerable  falling  off.  It  is  impossible  to 
give  other  than  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  total 
attendances  at  all  the  libraries  during  the  year,  but 
probably  the  figure  is  about  2,500,000,  as  against  the 
previous  year's  estimate  of  2,608,000. 

Sunday  Opening. — The  attendances  on  Sunday  even- 
ings during  the  winter  months  at  the  Buckingham  Palace 
Road  and  St.  Martin's  Lane  Libraries  numbered  10,380, 
a  slight  reduction  on  the  previous  year.  The  full  return 
will  be  found  on  p.  12. 

Class  of  Reading. — A  further  slight  reduction  in  the 
percentage  of  fiction  read  is  to  be  noted,  the  figure  being 
3570.  The  ill-informed  criticism  so  frequently  met  in  the 
newspaper  press,  that  the  use  of  the  public  libraries  is 
mainly  by  fiction-readers,  should  be  disposed  of  by 
reference  to  these  and  other  similar  statistics. 

Catalogues. — During  the  year  new  supplementary 
catalogues  were  issued  for  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road,

South  Audlcy  Street,  and  Great  Smith  Street  Libraries, 
also  special  classified  catalogues  of  the  Music  and  the 
books  upon  Education  in  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
Library.  With  regard  to  this  last,  the  Education 
Department  of  the  London  County  Council  has  undertaken 
to  circulate  the  catalogue  amongst  the  teachers  of  the 
district,  drawing  their  special  attention  to  the  value  of 
the  collection.

Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year,  1st  April,  191 2,  to 
31^-/  March,  191 3. 

Stock  of  Books. — During  the  year  there  have  been 
added  to  the  Libraries  3,321  volumes,  of  which  number 
205  were  gifts.     This  is  about  500  more  than  were  added 
in  the  previous  year,  when  the   cost    per  volume  was 
unusually   high.     The    general    tendency,    however,  is 
towards  a  steady  decrease  in  the  accession  of  new  books. 
This  is  partly  owing   to  the  yearly  increasing  demand 
for  the  replacement  of  soiled   and   worn-out  copies  of 
popular  books,  but  mainly  to  the  greater  cost  of  new  books, 
as  was  pointed  out  in  the  last  report.  Notwithstanding 
that  this  statement  was  challenged  by  publishers,  the  fact 
remains  that  the  average  cost  per  volume  of  our  accessions 
ten  years  ago  was  about  5^.,  it  is  now  about  6s.  6d.  The 
claim  of  publishers  that  they  provide  cheaper  literature 
than   ever   before   is   only  partially  true.     The  cheap 
reprints,  however  good  they  may  be,  are  seldom  suitable 
for  public  library   requirements,  and    new  publications, 
almost  invariably  not   subject  to  discount,  are  propor- 
tionately more  costly  than  were  similar  books  published 
ten  years  ago. 
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The  number  of  volumes  withdrawn  from  circulation,  for 
various  reasons,  was  237,  and  the  total  net  stock  at  31st 
March,  191 3,  was  122,823  volumes,  located  as  follows  : —

Renewals. — The  renewals  of  worn-out  copies  numbered 
2,108,  an  increase  of  276.  To  keep  the  old  stock  clean  and 
in  good  condition  is  a  duty  even  more  important  than  the 
provision  of  new  books,  and  this  demand  must  grow  from 
year  to  year  with  the  growth  of  the  libraries. 

Issue  op  Books. — The  use  of  the  reference  libraries  is 
naturally  on  the  increase,  as  the  collections  become  larger 
and  more  valuable.  The  issues  therefrom  last  year  were 
196,682,  being  1,275  more  than  the  year  before.  In  the 
lending  libraries  a  slight  decrease  is  shown,  the  number  of 
books  borrowed  falling  to  328,566,  being  2, 166  below  the 
previous  year.  It  is  impossible  to  give  any  reason  either 
for  increases  or  decreases  in  the  issues  of  these  depart- 
ments, affected  as  they  are  by  so  many  obscure  causes. 
The  loss  of  books  through  default  of  borrowers  remains 
negligible,  being  this  year  only  three  volumes,  valued  at  13^-. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,453  borrowers.  The  total  number  now  upon 
the  register  is  12,302,  holding  17,124  tickets.  The  figures 
are  slightly  above  those  of  last  year. 

Total  Attendances. — Occasional  daily  counts  are 
taken  of  the  visitors  to  the  libraries,  and  it  has  been 
customary  to  estimate  from  these  results  the  total  yearly 
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attendance.  The  fluctuations  in  the  number  of  news-room 
visitors  from  day  to  day  are  extreme,  owing  to  a  variety 
of  causes,  and  it  would  be  unsafe  to  base  any  general 
conclusions  upon  a  small  number  of  counts,  but  in  all 
probability  the  libraries  are  used  annually  by  upwards  of 
two  and  a  half  million  persons,  and  this  figure  does  not 
vary  much  from  year  to  year. 

Sunday  Opening. — Two  of  the  libraries,  z/Z-s'.,  Bucking- 
ham Palace  Road  and  St.  Martin's  Lane,  are  open  on 
Sunday  evenings  during  the  winter  months.  In  the  season 
under  review  the  attendance  at  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
was  slightly  above  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  at  St. 
Martin's  Lane  a  decrease  is  shown.  The  full  return  will 
be  found  on  p.  13. 

Class  of  Reading. — In  previous  reports  attention  has 
been  drawn  to  the  low  and  decreasing  percentage  of 
fiction  read,  as  contradicting  the  charges,  so  frequently 
met  with,  that  public  libraries  are  little  used  but  by 
novel  readers.  The  percentage  of  fiction  to  all  other 
classes  of  the  issues  remains  at  the  previous  year's  low 
level — between  35  and  36.  Even  if  we  exclude  all 
reference  library  issues  the  percentage  is  no  greater  than 
57,  a  remarkably  low  figure  when  the  quick  turnover  of 
novels  is  borne  in  mind. 

Catalogues. — The  catalogue  of  Music  and  the  Litera- 
ture of  Music  in  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library, 
published  in  November,  1911,  rapidly  sold  out,  and  a  new 
edition  was  called  for.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to 
augment  the  collection,  which  now  includes  about  1,300 
/  volumes. 

Portrait  of  the  late  Alderman  R.  C. 
Antrobus. — Some  friends  and   colleagues  of   the  late 
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Alderman  Robert  Crawfurd  Antrobus,  J. P.,  L.C.C.,  the 
first  Chairman  of  the  Hbraries  estabhshed  for  the  parish  of 
St.  George,  Hanover  Square,  to  whose  pubHc  spirited 
energy  their  inception  was  so  largely  due,  subscribed 
for  a  portrait  to  be  presented  to  the  City  Council. 
The  picture,  a  highly  successful  piece  of  portraiture  by 
Miss  Catherine  Ouless,  is  now  hung  in  the  reference 
department  of  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library,  as  a 
memorial  to  one  who  gave  assiduous  and  loyal  service  in 
public  affairs  and  held  a  high  place  in  the  regard  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  An  illustration  of  the  portrait  appears  as 
a  frontispiece  to  this  report.

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  year,  ist  April,  191 3,  to 
list  March,  19 14. 

Accessions. — The  number  of  books  in  the  libraries  has 
been  increased  during  the  year  by  the  addition  of  3,672 
volumes  :  203  of  these  being  gifts  from  various  sources. 
The  purchases  were  about  350  volumes  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Donations. — The  donations  are  of  small  importance, 
being  few  in  number  and  generally  uninteresting  in 
character,  consisting  as  they  do  principally  of  arid  official 
and  semi-official  publications.  With  a  few  honourable 
exceptions  the  libraries  seldom  receive  any  welcome  dona- 
tions from  private  sources.  This  is  to  be  regretted.  It  is 
impossible  for  any  municipal  library,  with  its  limited 
means,  to  purchase  more  than  the  merest  fraction  of  its 
desiderata,  and  many  reproachful  gaps  in  our  collections 
would  be  filled  by  books,  probably  now  lying  useless  on 
the  shelves  of  their  owners,  if  our  grateful  readers  were 
thoughtful.  Even  duplicates  would  not  be  wasted,  for  in 
these  days  of  commercial  production  the  life  of  a  modern 
book  is  short  and  tends  to  become  shorter. 

Replacements. — Books  wear  out  much  more  quickly 
than  they  would  rust  out  and,  during  the  period  under 
review,  1,625  volumes  were  replaced  as  worn  out.  This 
number  would  have  been  increased  by  another  600  volumes 
had  not  the  exhaustion  of  the  book  vote  required  the 
deferring  of  the  order  until  the  ensuing  financial  year. 
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Replacement  of  worn-out  copies  is  not  always  possible 
and  occasionally  not  considered  desirable.  On  this  account 
307  volumes  were  withdrawn  and  not  replaced.

The  annual  stocktaking  showed  all  books  accounted  for, 
with  two  exceptions.  By  failure  of  borrowers  to  return 
books  the  losses  were  three  volumes. 

The  growth  of  the  libraries  and  the  consequent  con- 
gestion of  books  upon  the  shelves,  under  our  present 
limited  accommodation,  is  a  problem  demanding  serious 
and  immediate  consideration.  No  extension  of  buildings 
is  possible  on  existing  sites,  and  the  additional  shelving 
needs  of  the  next  two  or  three  years  will  fill  practically 
every  corner  of  conveniently  available  space.  Even  as 
matters  now  stand,  frequent  delay  is  caused  to  readers  by 
the  necessity  of  storing  away  in  basements  and  places 
difficult  of  access  books  in  active  circulation. 

Issue  of  Books. — In  last  year's  Report,  a  decided 
increase  in  the  use  of  the  reference  libraries  was  referred 
to.  This  year's  issue  of  196,632  volumes  maintains, 
but  does  not  exceed,  the  standard  then  set  up.  From 
the  lending  libraries  332,402  books  were  borrowed  for 
home  reading,  an  increase  of  3,836.  On  the  whole  this 
may  also  be  considered  ds  keeping  to  the  standard.  A 
pendulum  movement  of  alternate  increase  and  decrease  of 
a  few  thousands  yearly,  if  not  too  trifling  for  consideration. 
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is  too  obscure  as  regards  its  causes  for  any  lucid  comment 
or  clear  deduction. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,632  borrowers.  The  total  number  now  upon 
the  register  is  12,531,  holding  17,640  tickets.  A  review 
taken  over  several  years  shows  a  continued  steady  curve  of 
increase  in  the  number  of  borrowers,  but  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  there  is  no  directly  corresponding  movement  in 
the  tables  of  issues.  To  infer  from  this  premise  alone  that 
people  are  reading  less  than  they  used  to  may  perhaps  be 
considered  rash,  but  there  are  many  other  indications 
pointing  to  that  tendency. 

Total  Attendances. — Occasional  daily  counts  are 
taken  of  the  visitors  to  the  news  and  reading  rooms  and 
the  resulting  figures  are  used  as  a  basis  of  estimate  of  the 
total  yearly  attendances.  The  counts  taken  this  year  are 
slightly  lower  than  usual,  but  it  is  estimated  that  upwards 
of  2,200,000  people  visited  the  libraries. 

Sunday  Opening. — A  similar  slight  falling-off  is 
noticeable  in  the  Sunday  attendances.  Two  out  of  the 
four  libraries  are  open  on  Sunday  evenings  during  the 
winter  months.  The  average  attendance  at  Buckingham 
Palace  Road  Library  has  fallen  from  196  to  195,  and  at 
St.  Martin's  Lane  Library  from  158  to  141. 

Class  of  Reading. — The  careful  supervision  exercised 
in  the  choice  of  books  and  the  generous  provision  of  the 
best  modern  works  of  travel,  biography,  etc.,  continue  to 
have  marked  effect  in  the  classification  of  books  read. 
The  percentage  of  the  fiction  issues  to  all  other  classes  has 
again  fallen — to  below  35 — an  unusually  low  figure.  This 
result  has  not  been  acquired  or  helped  by  starving  the 
fiction  accessions  :  a  suitable  and  ample  proportion  of  the 
best  novels  is  supplied. 
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Catalogues. — New  Supplementary  Catalogues  have 
been  issued  for  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  (7,850 
vols.),  Great  Smith  Street  (1,200  vols.),  and  St.  Martin's 
Lane  (1,900  vols.)  libraries;  also  a  special  list  of  Foreign 
Books  in  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library. 

Staff. — We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Carter,  Sub-Librarian  at  the  St.  Martin's  Lane  Library, 
which  occurred  suddenly  at  the  library,  on  January  30th. 
He  served  the  Council  and  its  predecessors  for  more  than 
twenty-four  years  with  ability  and  industry,  and  his  loss 
will  be  greatly  felt  by  many  readers  and  students  who 
utilized  his  extensive  knowledge  of  the  topography  and 
history  of  St.  Martin's  parish  and  its  surroundings.  A 
sad  coincidence  claiming  notice  here,  is  the  death  soon 
following  of  Mr.  Thomas  Mason,  the  first  librarian  of  St. 
Martin's  Library.  Mr.  Mason  was  appointed  in  1888  and 
retired  in  1905,  consequent  upon  re-organization  of  the 
staff  following  the  amalgamation  of  the  parish  with  the 
other  constituents  of  the  city. 

The  Council,  thinking  it  desirable  that  there  should  be 
an  officer  in  an  established  position  to  act  under  the  Chief 
Librarian  as  second  in  authority,  has  appointed  Mr.  R.  B. 
Wood,  hitherto  Sub-Librarian  at  the  Buckingham  Palace 
Road  Library,  to  be  Deputy  Librarian.

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


Report  of  the  Coimiiittee  for  the  year ^  1st  April,  1914,  to 
list  March,  191 5. 

Accessions. — During  the  year  the  number  of  books 
in  the  libraries  has  been  increased  by  2,719  volumes,  of 
which  81  were  gifts.  The  purchases  were  831  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  smallest  since  the 
amalgamation  of  the  libraries.  This  is  a  result  of  the 
diminished  output  of  new  books  owing  to  the  war,  and 
the  reduction  of  the  field  of  choice.  Few  books  of 
importance  were  published  during  the  last  autumn  season, 
and  it  is  obvious  that  many  are  still  being  kept  back  for 
happier  times.  Also,  the  ephemeral  character  of  a  large 
proportion  of  current  literature  makes  it  undesirable 
for  permanent  addition  to  the  libraries.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  one  acquisition — a  collection 
of  extra  illustrated  works  covering  the  County  of  Kent 
and  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  in  thirteen  folio  volumes.  This 
contains  many  scarce  and  valuable  prints,  and  constitutes 
an  addition  of  the  highest  value  to  our  topographical 
section. 

Insurances. — The  increasing  value  of  the  contents  of 
the  libraries  demands  from  time  to  time  a  revision  of  the 
insurance  policies.  Opportunity  was  taken  this  year  to 
remedy  an  anomaly  by  which  the  very  valuable  collection 
of  topographical  prints  located  at  the  St.  Martin's  Lane 
Library  was  not  covered.  The  various  policies  were 
replaced  by  others  more  comprehensive  and  uniform,  and 
due  allowance  was  made  for  the  greatly  increased  cost  of 
building. 
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Donations. — The  donations  are  of  the  usual  kind, 
principally  official  publications  calling  for  no  special 
notice.    Lists  of  donors  are  appended. 

Replacements. — The  necessity  for  the  replacement  of 
soiled  or  worn-out  books  continues  to  increase.  During 
the  year  2,960  volumes  were  purchased  under  this  head. 
For  various  reasons  559  volumes  were  permanently 
withdrawn.  Most  of  these  were  out  of  date  or  obsolete 
works.

The  annual  stocktaking  and  examination  of  the  shelves 
showed  all  books  accounted  for  except  one  volume 
missing  at  the  Great  Smith  Street  Library,  which 
has  since  been  found.  Five  volumes,  of  a  total  value  of 
2ls.  6d.  were  lost  to  the  libraries  by  default  of  borrowers. 


Catalogues. — Seldom  a  year  passes  without  the 
preparation  of  a  new  catalogue.  This  year  two  have  been 
published,  a  Catalogue  of  Children's  Books  in  the 
Buckingham  Palace  Road  Library,  numbering  2,760 
volumes,  superseding  the  first  catalogue  issued  in  1894 
and  the  various  supplements  thereto ;  also  a  list  of 
Additions  to  the  Great  Smith  Street  Library.  The 
Children's  Catalogue  is  sold  at  the  nominal  price  of 
one  penny,  to  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  every  borrower. 
There  are  at  present  in  print  and  on  sale  14  different 
catalogues  and  special  lists  of  books. 
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Issue  of  Books. — For  some  years  past  a  steady- 
increase  in  the  use  of  the  reference  libraries  has  been 
reported,  while  the  issues  from  the  lending  libraries  have 
been  well  maintained.  For  this  year,  as  was  perhaps  to  be 
expected,  a  decided  drop  has  to  be  recorded.  The  total 
issue  from  all  departments  is  476,613  as  against  529,034 
in  the  previous  year.  The  issues  from  the  reference 
libraries  have  decreased  by  22,898  volumes,  or  11 '6  per 
cent.,  and  the  number  of  books  borrowed  from  the  lending 
libraries  has  decreased  by  29,523  volumes,  or  8'8  per  cent. 
It  may  be  assumed  that  this  decrease  is  mainly  due  to  loss 
of  readers  through  enlistment  in  the  forces  ;  the  use  of 
the  reference  libraries  has  also  been  affected  by  the  earlier 
closing  of  that  department. 

Number  of  Borrowers. — New  tickets  have  been 
issued  to  6,055  borrowers,  of  whom  2,710  have  claimed  the 
extra  or  student's  ticket,  a  decrease  of  577.  The  total 
number  of  borrowers  now  upon  the  register  is  12,389, 
holding  17,697  tickets. 

Total  Attendances. — It  might  perhaps  have  been 
expected  that  interest  in  war  news  would  have  caused  a 
larger  attendance  in  the  news  and  reading  rooms,  but  the 
contrary  appears  to  be  the  case.  From  observation  and 
occasional  daily  counts,  the  estimates  of  news-room 
attendances  are  lower  than  in  previous  years,  to  the 
extent  of  about  25  per  cent.  The  reduction  in  the  hours 
of  opening,  and  the  closing  of  one  of  the  departments  have 
considerably  affected  the  attendances. 

Sunday  Opening. — In  former  years  the  Buckingham 
Palace  Road  and  St.  Martin's  Lane  Libraries  have  been 
opened  on  Sunday  evenings  during  the  winter  months 
October — March,  Owing,  partly  to  a  steadily  diminishing 
attendance  and  also  to  shortness  of  staff  consequent  upon 
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enlistments,  it  was  decided  not  to  open  on  Sundays. 
However,  it  was  thought  later  that  the  opening  might  be 
a  convenience  to  the  large  number  of  sailors  and  soldiers 
on  leave  or  in  training  in  the  district,  and  accordingly,  on 
the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor,  the  news-rooms  at  those 
two  libraries  were  in  January  opened  from  3  to  8.  The 
expectation  was  not  borne  out,  as  the  attendance  of 
sailors  and  soldiers  was  very  small.    A  table  is  appended. 

The  Libraries  and  the  War. — Despite  all  efforts 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  libraries  on  the  principle 
of  the  early  but  now  somewhat  discredited  motto  of 
"  Business  as  usual,"  the  war  has  undoubtedly  made  a 
considerable  difference  in  many  ways.  The  first  and  most 
pregnant  was  the  gradual  melting  away  of  the  staff  under 
the  imperious  call  of  the  recruiting  poster.  Of  the 
established  clerical  staff  12  have  enlisted,  and  of  the 
hallkeepers  and  attendants  6,  in  both  cases  a  high 
proportion.  Further  enlistments  of  those  temporarily 
engaged  have  involved  a  continuous  succession  of  changes. 
The  loss  of  such  a  large  number  of  trained  assistants,  and 
these  subsequent  disturbances,  have  seriously  affected  the 
service.  It  was  early  found  necessary  to  close  the 
Magazine  Reading  Room  at  the  Buckingham  Palace  Road 
Library.  The  general  hours  of  opening  were  also  curtailed, 
all  libraries  closing  at  9  p.m.  instead  of  10  p.m.,  a  condition 
partly  entailed  by  the  general  order  as  to  public  lighting. 
These  economies  have  to  some  extent  relieved  the  strain 
upon  the  staff,  and,  although  it  was  of  course  impossible 
to  fill  the  vacancies  with  fully-trained  and  qualified 
assistants,  the  temporary  staff,  to  which  appointments  are 
made  only  of  those  not  competent  for  military  service,  is 
rapidly  acquiring  experience. 

The  Libraries  have  the  sad  distinction  of  suffering  the 
first  loss  amongst  the  Council's  officers  on  active  service. 
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Mr.  H.  W.  Purkis,  an  assistant  in  the  South  Audley  Street 
Library,  who  enlisted  in  the  9th  County  of  London 
Re<:^iment  on  September  1st  last,  was  killed  in  the  attack 
on  Hill  60  on  April  24th.  Many  readers  using  that 
library  have  expressed  great  regret  at  the  news  of  his 
death,  which  is  deeply  mourned  by  his  fellow  workers. 

Some  minor  effects  are  that  the  closed  department  at 
the  Bucldngham  Palace  Road  Library  is  utilised  by 
the  Local  Committee  for  the  Prevention  and  Relief  of 
Distress  occasioned  by  the  War ;  that  writing  facilities, 
including  the  supply  of  notepaper  and  envelopes,  are 
provided  at  three  of  the  Council's  libraries  for  the  use  of 
soldiers,  sailors,  and  nurses  in  uniform,  a  privilege  which 
has  been  freely  availed  of  and  appreciated.  Books  and 
magazines  which  could  be  spared  have  been  sent  for  the 
use  of  troops,  and  response  has  also  been  made  to  a  request 
for  magazines  for  the  use  of  the  Australian  Expeditionary 
Forces  serving  in  Egypt  and  the  Mediterranean.
